San Jose Poultry 
Union in Gains 


SAN JOSE The Wm. R. 
Gaines Poultry Co., 733-741 Park 
Ave., signed an agreement with 
Butchers Union Local 506, Pres- 
ident Earl Moorhead, effective 
July 5. A _ similar agreement 
was signed with Milani Poultry 
Co. near Mountain View. 

The agreemenis provide the 
following minimum for floor la- 
bor: Feeders, $30 per week; live 
graders, $36; floor salesmen, in- 
cluding blockmen, $36; unclassi- 
fied unskilled labor, 58¢ _ per 
hour, and women labor, 50c¢c per 
hour. 

Piece workers: Killers, $1 per 
hour; scalders, $1; pickers, wet 
chickens, 43%4c per chicken; tur- 
keys, all around, 15¢ per tur- 
key; geese, all around, 15¢ per 
goose; ducks, all around, 12¢c per 
duck; squabs, all around, 4c per 
squab. 

The agreement provides raises 
for most employees, an 8-hour 
day, 48-hour week, with time 
and a half for overtime. 


ROLLING IN DOUGH 
WASHINGTON—According to 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, the Diamond Match 
Co. pays its President, W. A. 
Fairburn, $100,000 a year and 
will give him a $31,000 annual 
pension when he retires,
